REPORT OF THE SEMINAR IN THE DISTRICT OF SHINWAR, 
NANGARHAR PROVINCE BY JALALABAD (PMT) 

In the yearly work plan of activities related to training SAB 
department of education had planned to train 40 government 
teachers in Shinwar a district of Nangarhar. For the 
implementation of the plan Jalalabad PMT was assigned in October, 
1993. 

Before the seminar the mentioned area was surveyed having 8 
schools and 136 teachers. Based on the survey with the cooperation 
of education authorities of Nangarhar 40 teachers were selected 
who needed to attend the seminar. The starting date of the seminar 
was fixed to be Oct. 12, 1993, the sub-district of De-Bala was 
selected to be the place of the seminar. Since the sub-district is 
a rural area and most of the schools are functioning in open air 
because of the lack of school building, the place for the seminar 
was secondary having four rooms where in the morning it was 
occupied by school children and in the afternoon occupied by the 
seminar. While the supervisors of Jalalabad PMT were busy with 
surveying the schools SAB department of education prepared and 
purchased all the materials needed in the seminar. The materials 
were sent in SAB pickup to Jalalabad to be taken to the mentioned 
sub-district where the seminar took place. 

On Oct. 12, 1993 while the elders of the community, local 
education authorities and the representative of Nangarhar 
department of education were present the seminar started. 

The ceremony as usual and according to Afghan culture started with 
the recitation of verses from holy Quran. After the recitation the 
two trainers Mr. Sayed Murad and Mr. A. Hadi on behalf of SAB 
department of education welcomed the guests and the teachers and 
explained to them the teachers training programmes of the 
organization. The contents of the seminar, its usefulness, its 
rule and regulations and the humanitarian assistance of SAB were 
stated to the audience. 

When the teachers were i n f ormea about the objectives or the 
seminar they were given a test to group them homogenousiy for 
better teaching and learning. After the grouping the materials 
needed during training were distributed to the teachers and the 
time cables of the seminar were also given to them. 



THE CONTENT OF THE SEMINAR 



In the time table of the seminar there were 8 subjects and 90 
teaching hours of activities, and the subjects were taught by: 

S. Murad was teaching child and education psychology, the 
teaching methods of Islamiat and social studies. 
M. Jan was teaching general methodology and the teaching 
methods of Language. 

A. Hadi was teaching educational evaluation, teaching aids 
and the teaching methods of mathematics. 

Each trainer presented to the teachers under training the basic 
principles of professional subjects he was supposed to teach 
during the first part of the seminar. Afterward the trainers 
giving model lessons in the related subjects of the primary school 
applied the principles of professional subjects to convince the 
trainees of their applicability. There was enough time for 
discussion and questions to make everything clear to the trainees. 

To make sure whether the teachers learned and were able to apply 
what they were taught theoretically and practically the trainees 
were asked to give model lessons under the guidance of PMT 
trainers using what was taught to them practically and 
theoretically. 

THE RESULTS 

By the end of the seminar the trainees: 

had enough materials related to teaching profession such as 
general methodology, the teaching methods of different 
subjects taught in the primary school. 

were able to observe what methods of teaching are applied by 
the trainers while giving model lessons. 
- Observed how the trainers prepared the teaching aid 
materials suitable to each subject and how they were 
applied. 

had r,he chance to observe how the trainers were taking care 
of all the students in the class based on their backgrounds 
and capacity. 

were able to observe how the trainers were 
evaluating their students and the lessons after 
each period. 

later on were able to apply step by step what they observed 
in the model lessons by the trainers with minor mistaKes 
while giving model during the final stage of the .seminar. 

were able to prepare a set of teaching aid materials from 
the materials provided to them by SAB department of 
education suitable to each subject of the primary schools 
under the guidance of the trainers. 

were able how to use and keep the teaching aid 
materials and how to take advantage of some 
materials in teaching available in the

I (Ahmadi) went to the mentioned district where the seminar was in 
progress and observed the classes. J discussed the usefulness of 
tiie seminar and the materials with the teachers to know their 
views about the materials and methodology of SAB training" 
programme. The remarks given by the teachers were encouraging 
because all said that such training for them to up-grade their 
teaching skill- is necessary and would apply in their schools what 
tiiey learned in the seminar. 

On Tuesday Oct. 26, 1993 final evaluation test was given the 
results of which compared with the pre-serainar evaluation test was 
according to our expectation and promising. 

GRADUATION 

The graduation ceremony was held in the same school where the 
seminar took place. Present at the ceremony were the 
administrative and security official of the district, the elders, 
educated people, the representative of educational authorities, 
PMT supervisors and the participants of the seminar. 

As usual the ceremony started with recitation of verses from holy 
Quran by Haj i M. Hanif. After the recitation Mr. Sayed Murad 
Jalalabad PMT supervisor explained to the audience the objectives 
of SAB, the objectives of the seminar, the contents of the seminar 
and their importance in up-grading the teaching skills of the 
teachers. He also told them about the activities of SAB in 
Nangarhar province. 

One of the participants of the seminar and the representative of 
Nangarhar department of education appreciated the training 

programme of SAB and thanked SAB for the assistance given to 
Afghan people in the field of education. At this stage the 
certificates, and the materials for after training were 
distributed to the 40 teachers who successfully completed the 
seminar. 

Tea and cookies were served at the end to the guests and the 
participants of the seminar.

REPORT OF THE SEMINAR FOR 40 GOVERmENT TEACHERS IN 
CHAWKI DISTRICT, KUNAR PROVINCE INSIDE AFGHANISTAN 
BY BAJAUR PMT OCT. 14- 28, 1993 



According to the yearly work plan of activities Bajaur PMT was 
supposed to train 40 teachers through a seminar in Runar province. 

To prepare the ground for the mentioned seminar Bajaur PMT 
surveyed the district of Chawki after the agreement of the 
director of education in the province. There were 5 schools and 45 
teachers functioning in the district out of which 40 were accepted 
to attend the seminar. 

The place for the seminar was selected to be the high school of 
Chawki which was vacant in the afternoon. The date to start the 
seminar was fixed Oct. 14, 1993. 

On the mentioned date all the materials provided and purchased for 
the seminar were taken in a assigned Jeep to the place of the 
seminar by Bajaur PMT. 

All the recruited teachers were present in the mentioned school 
and the seminar started with the recitation of verses from holy 
Quran. 

The teachers were grouped homogeneously based on pre-seminar 
evaluation test. The materials prepared for the seminar were 
distributed and the timetable of the seminar classes were given to 
the teachers. 

THE CONTENTS AND THE RELATED TRAINERS 

general raethodology and the teaching methods of Isiamiat, 
Social studies were taught by Hadayatiillah. 

child psychology and the teaching of language were taught by 
Enayatullah. 

educational psychology was taught by S. Ahmad, 
educational evaluation, school administration and 

supervision were taught by Ghulam All. 

teaching aid materials and the teaching of mathematics were 
taught by A. Haq. 

The procedure of the seminar K'as The same as the seminar in 
Shinwar district. The only difference was in the contents, because 
in Kunar province the schools are in bad condition with regard to 
school management and supervision. Upon the request of the 
teachers we included administration and supervision in their 
programme. We have enough materials for training the headmasters 
and school acinu n is ' rator , this was the second time we presented to 
the teachers the related materials in teachers' seminar upon their 
request. 



I (Ahraadi) observed the process of the seminar, discussed with the 
teachers and the trainers matter related to the improvement of the 
programme. I observed the teachers teaching the lessons according 
to what they learned during the seninar. I was satisfied with the 
interest shown by the teachers. At the end of the seminar there 
was a simple graduation ceremony started by the recitation of 
verses from holy Quran. 

After the recitation Ahmadi presented information about the 
objectives of SAB. TTC/PMT activities in the camps and inside 
Afghanistan. 

A. Haq the chairman of the seminar explained the contents of 
seminar and the activities during the 15 days. 

One of the participants of the seminar appreciated the training 
and the materials given to them. He thanked SAB for the assistance 
given in the field of education specially on the spot in the rural 
area. 

At the end the certificates and the materials for after training 
were distributed. The tea was served and the prayer was read by a 
religious leader for peace in Afghanistan and allover the world.
